BHOUeHT THERE ON AN APPEAL 



riiF Full Court (if tlir illKheat Tribunal In 
the Land Will Oeelde W.hether or Not 
the atrlke I..eader* Mhonld Hrrve 8en- 
t4-nces Fur Refusing to Obey the Ordcra 
of the Coart. 

Wamhinoton, Jan. 16.— The case nf 
E. V. Deba, president of the American 
Railway union, and his associates wa< 
presented to the supiemt^ court of the 
United States yesierday by C. S I )iir- 
row, of couu.sel for the imprisoned of- 
ficials. Debs et al. were managers of 
the famous railway strike iu Chicago 
last summer and were recently seut to 
jail by Judge Woods of the seventh cir- 
cuit court for contempt of court iu re- 
fusing to obey the order.; of OOQTt in 
.'onnectiou with that strike. 

They applied to Judge Orossoup for 
release on a writ of habeas corpus, 
which he reiused to grant, and from 
that decision they appi'aled to the su- 
preme conit of the United .States. Ap- 
plication was made by Mr. Darrow to 
Mr. Harlan Saturday for a writ, but 
he referred the application to the ful I 
court. 

In preaauting the case to the court 
Mr. Darrow said he asked leave to tile 
a petition for writ of error aud super- 
sedeas and also a petition for writ of 
habeas coypna. He would also ask the 
6onrt, iu case it decided to issue eithVr 
MrrM, to fix the anunmt of bail to be re 
quired of petitionera pending the deci . 
sion of the oaaoi AppUoatiou hod been 
made to Mr. Jnatice Harlan (or writ oi 
error, and he had referred the petitioner 
to the full court. 

Chief Justice Fuller said the first 
question to be discussed aud disposed 
of was whether or not a writ of error 
wonld lie at all. He asked Solicitor 
General Maxwell if the K"veiiinieut 
had any views \\\Mm the (lui-stioii. 

Assistant Attorney (.eaerul Whitney 
reipoiided that the .itioriiey geinr.ii, 
not being ah'h' to !«■ preseMf, hsd re- 
(jue.st^'d liiiu lo lirietly e.\iire.-.s his views. 
They were that the govermueiit had no 
interest in the deeision upon the ([ues- 
tious as fo whether the law of |S;»I had 
taken away ilie jurisdiction of ilie c iir; 
in habeas corpus and \\heiher or n.,t a 
writ of erior would he, e.\< ciit tw knovv 
which i> the proper etiur.-e id' pri ic:r- iiln'. 
Hi' hail no suggestion to make, he said, 
resiHtv ti II),' the amount of bail. 

The chief justice asked .Mr. Darr .u■ 
wllen lie VM'iild be ready to ar;4Ue ih.- 
question, and ho replii;!! that he cou.d 
uo on at oiiee to some extent u!id wo.i.ii 
be fully prepared by tomorrow. .Mr. 
Wliitney said he could not tell whether 
the at tortiev general or himself would 
argui' the ea.'f tor the government, and, 
inasmuch as Judge Woods' decision was 
a long one, it ought to bo oonaidered 
with care. 

It was finally detcriuinetl by the ccuirt 
to hear argument on the questiou oi 
the juriMlii tiou of the oomrt iu resijeet 
of a writ of error on tomorrow after the 
conclusi'in of any iu-gument that may 
be iu pivgross on that day. 

HILL AND GO RMAN 

Maile the Meaate Intereatlns For Kvt-r.v- 
body VeKtcrdiiy, 

Washington, Jan. 15.— Stirring in- 
terest was giveu to the senate proceed- 
ings yesterdi^r by the apeechea of tieu- 
ator Gh>rman (Md.) and Senator Hill 
(N. Y. ) on Torlona phaaea of the tariti 
and financial sitnatiou. At times the 
debate between the two distinguished 
Democratic senators took ou an added 
interest from the keen personal criti- 
cism aud satire directed at each other. 

Mr. Uormau spoke for two boars. 
The speech was mainly remarkable in 
its arraynl of facts to show that the 
toi'iff law, which Mr. Gorman took so 
large a part iu framing, was wholly iu- 
sutticieut in raisiug the revenue abso- 
lutely recpiisite to carry on the govern 
nieiit. In presenting this view Mr. 
(iormati dwelt on the personal featuri's 
of the eonttist ov(!r the Wilson bill, and 
arruignetl Mr. Hill lor his attitude then 
and since on the tanll question. 

The siX!och of .Mr. liiU was ecjually 
jHjrsoiial and eipially vigorous and w.e^ 
reci'ived with the same close attruiiuLi 
from his as.sociates and interest in tlie 
galleries as had been sIkjwu to the 
Maryland senator. Mr. Hill directed 
his reniui'ks mainly to .Mr. Gorfflun, 
who Bat only a few feet away. 

Senator Allison (la.) also contributed 
to the features ol the day by a short hut 
very etl'eetne presentations of the iieeil 
of immediate le;;islatl<)n on the taritf to 
raise revenue instead of further fruit- 
less agitatiou <jf curreiiev revision.

Trollry Railroad Kmploye* atrlke For ■> 

llpdiiction of H*nr*. 

Pkooki.vn. Jan. 1,5. — Nearly fi.OOi) 
men, ini'lnding motorinon, coinlucfors, 
electriciuiis and others employed on the 
Tariona trolley railroads in this city, 
quit work between 4 and 6 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. It was the first strike 
the trolley systeri had expmieuoed, and 
was a most thorough aud complete one. 
The ouly road not tied up was the 
Brooklyn and Coney Island, better 
known at the Jay aud Smith atrcet 
line. 

During the day, Mr. Lewis, president 
of the Brcwklyii Heights Railroad coni- 
pauy, made a public statement in which 
ho said the tie-up was without any just 
caii.se. He also notified the mayor, 
police commissioner, sheriff and (iie 
commi.Hsioner of the strike and asked 
for police protecrtion. He sent a coin- 
mauieatioii to the railroad commission- 
ers at Albany and posted iioti(H!s of 
warning at all ear houses, notifying 
strikers to keep away. There were also 
warnings to keep the peace, but in spite 
of these, numerous cases of interter 
ence (Micurred. There was some delay 
in trausixirtation of the mails, but the 
mailcars were guarded by imlieem ni. 

At the diff erent iiowerhoiises I hn iii;,'li 
out the city, everything was ((inet. \ 
short distance from each one, th- 
strikers kept their i)icket> on duty. 
Railroad depots were descried, but 
pickets kept wateh there also. They 
did not have much to do, hut ma)' 
liavi', as it is expected the compaiiie-, 
will bi iii^.' iiieii from other cities to r.ike 
the -inkers' ))Iaces. 

I'eter Huti-lier. a in ■tornian, has bei n 
arresti'd on ,i charge of obsf .•uct inic ii 
mallear. He t lirew a heavy iron girdei- 
in front of it He Wius held in if-'ion l.ail 
for exainiiiutioii. and may have to 
answer to the I'nited .State.-< authoritiu-> 
for interfering with the mail. 

The police continue to make' arre.stn 
wherever they cau fasteu upon a per- 
son iuterferiug with the qoatpauy's 
proptrty. 

The motornieu and condactors will, 
tht^y claim, invoke the law against th ' 
compauioH. District Attorney Ridg - 
way has promised, they say, to brin ,' 
the matter of violating the lU hour law 
before the grand jury. The men de- 
clare they are prepared to give testi- 
mony that will prove the guilt of th< 
cuinpauies. 

Throughout yesterday therf were 
r amors that the employes of the Uuion 
and Kings ooimty elevated roads would 
strike iu sympathy with the trolley 
meu. A oauvass, however, among the 
leaders of the elevated employes cieuvly 
indicated that uosnch movement won 11 
be taken. 

The trolley companieo, realizing that 
any attempt to ran cars would be futile, 
closed down their powerhouses and 
carsheds. The cars of the Court street 
line stopped ruuuing at 0:30 p. m.
